To this monster is 
ascribed all the mulii^niint inlhieoces that of 
wont mado witches so tciritMn. If a cow 
takes sick, if crops fail, if an epidemic 
BtisBB, if bouiieg beoomo empty, if tiade 
becomes depressed, tbe dercagogoe and he 
alono ia oDswcrablo for tho calntnity, Tlu re 
is nothing of an evil oharacier sf which tl.is 
dreadful being is not cnpablo. Thu worst 
featuro ia, however, liis fickle- inindedncsa auil 
his ubiquity. Yon never know when or whera 
he is going to strike. We bavo bad many 
extraordinary instances of his diabolical 
power and peculiarities narrated by our inurii- 
ing coutoinporary, but tho last number of 
'the B)iii.ih Columbiiin shows mote clearly 
than anything wo liiivo yet sei'n tho inlui- 
manity and inconaiBlenoy of the monster. 
Speaking of the late infamoas plot to make 
the people of New VVestmiastor pay souio- 
tbiog apptoanhing their proper share to the 
revenue of the country our contemporary 
s&ys :
